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INTRODUCTORY. 


II  HE  object  of  this  publication  is  to  put  into  the 
most  compact  form,  a  general  compilation  of  my 
form  .  designs,  which  have  been  published  and  copy- 
righted from  time-to-time,  in  my  smaller  books. 

Another  object  has  been  that  parties  ordering  my 
smaller  608-page  books,  would  often  complain  of  an 
insufficient  number  of  plates  from  which  to  indicate 
their  desires. 

I  believe  that  with  this  publication,  most  anyone 
can  secure  an  idea  or  two,  at  least,  sufficient  to  ex- 
plain their  needs  in  plan  arrangement,  and  form  a 
nucleus  or  basis  on  which  we  can  successfully  de- 
velope  and  work-out  a  satisfactory  plan. 

Small  books  of  plans  have  been  published  hereto- 
fore by  so-called  plan  associations,  and  publishing 
companies,  but  nothing  has  yet  been  produced  by  a 
regular  practicing  architect  on  this  sftipendious  scale, 
and  devoted  entirely  to  moderate-cost  houses.  „ 

When  it  is  considered  that  nearly  every  page  of 
this  book  contains  very  expensive  plate-matter,  for 
which  drawings  and  cuts  must  first  be  made,  some  idea 
of  its  cost  of  production  can  be  imagined,  therefore, 
it  is  hoped,  in  the  interest  of  better  house  plans,  that 
purchasers  will  loan  this  work  freely  as  an  incentive 
to  ones  neighbors  to  improve  attractively,  and  thus 
enhance  the  value  of  large  residential  districts.

A  CHOICE  AMBITION. 
Building  a  home  is  a  choice  ambition,  especially  to  the  family  paying 
!mple  existence  is  a  thing  of    the  past,  at    least,  to  the    progressive  man  - 
>man.    Many  artistic  homes  are  found  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  but  the 
(rage  house  owner  does  not  know  to  whom  to  go,  to  secure  artistic  and  prac- 
1  results. 

INFERIOR  DESIGNS  ARE  MONUMENTAL  EYE-SORES. 
A  modern  and  progressive  up-to-date  individual  would  not  th'uk  of  wearing  a 
garment  unless  taken  from  some  authoritive  plate  of  fashion,  aud  at  that,  a  new 
garment  is  usually  in  use  less  than  a  year's  duration.  Yet  many  will  allow  a 
novice  to  draft  plans  of  their  building,  which  will  be  an  eye-sore  for  genera- 
tions, when  for  less  money,  at  the  outset  they  can  secure  ideas  and  drawings 
of  an  architectural  expert  whose  aim,  for  reputation's  sake  alone,  will  be  t< 
produce  the  best  possible  effects  for  the  least  sum  of  money. 
AN  AGE  OF  INVENTION. 
Look  around  you,  see  what  is  being  done  in  mechanical  inventions,  then  look 
at  some  of  the  buildings  which  go  up  now-a-days,  many  of  them  being  copies  of 
plans  built  thirty  and  forty  years  ago.  The  reason  of  this  is  that  many  a  per 
son  is  content  with  ordinary  results,  and  usually  having  no. one  to  advise  them 
otherwise,  go  ahead  on  the  same  old  outlines.  Nothing  expresses  your  progres- 
sive individuality  more  than  a  modern  place  of  abode.  It  talks  volumes  for  you 
3  "Vvery  passer-by  and  advertises  you  in  the  most  conservative  possible  manner. 
■tf*  oespeaks  prosperity. 

POINTS  TO  LOOK  AFTER. 
The  planning  of  a  house,  where  expensive  materials  and  labor  are  considered, 
should  not  be  left  to  unskilled  hands.  Allow  the  lady  of  the  house  to  have  con- 
siderable say-so  in  the  floor  arrangement  especially.  They  have  to  live  in  the 
house  day  and  night  and  a  poorly  planned  house  is  generally  more  expensive 
than  a  modern  practical  plan. 

THE  NECESSITY  OF  PRELIMINARY  PLANS. 
it  is  seldom  that  one  gets  a  suitable  arrangement  the  very  first  time,  there- 
fore it  is  necessary  to  first  send  the  plans  in  sketch  form  so  as  to  make  them 
handy  for  approval,  or  disapproval  of  certain  parts  as  you  see  fit.  Our  greatest 
difficulty  is  in  getting  a  client's  first  ideas.  And  this  is  sometimes  more  tedious 
than  making  the  plans.  We  have  never  yet  failed  to  please  any  one  where  they 
have  treated  us  with  due  consideration. 

If  you  have  any  printed  designs  from  which  you  wish  to  adopt  certain  orna- 
mental features,  we  can  embody  them  in  your  designs  and  endeavor  to  still  Im- 
prove on  any  suggestions  offered. 

MY  TERMS.  *  in- 

I  agree  to  make  your  plans  for  a  stated  sum,  and  therefore,  would  not  b. 
terested  in  making  your  building  unnecessarily  expensive  in  order  to  increase 
my  commission,  as  is  often  done,  and  for  reputation's  sake  alone,  would  endeavor 
to  design  the  very  best  building  possible  for  the  money. 

You  can  very  readily  realize  that  an  architect  at  a  distance  would  be  likely 
to  design  something  novel  and  different  to  the  common-place,  he  would  be  dis- 
interested as  to  who  was  contractor,  and  would  probably  save  you  the  cost  of 
plans  many  times  pver. 
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IMany  send  plans  to  my  office  of  a  building  and  I  often  show  them  where 
o  20  per  cent  can  readily  be  saved,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  a  more  at- 
tive  house  than  at  first  contemplated.  This  is  where  competent  advise  is  of 
rtical  value. 
It  will  pay  you  to  travel  a  thousand  miles  rather  than  not  procure  plans  of 
office,  although  I  guarantee  to  serve  you  by  mail  in  equally  as  satisfactory 
tanner  and  suit  you  on  the  preliminary  plans. 

PERSONAL  CRITICISMS. 
Many  parties  who  have  plans    made  eleswhere  send  their    plans  to  me  for 
ticism  before  undertaking  the  personal  responsibility  of  building,  and  for 
eh  criticism  I  make  a  charge  ordinarily  of  $3,  and  in  all  cases  will  give  a  fair, 
tprejudieed  and  impartial  decision. 

COLORED  DESIGNS. 
If  you  are  going  to  place  an  order  for  plans  and  would  like  to  see  how  cer- 
ain  designs  look  in  colors  and  will  tear  out  such  pages,  I  will  color  them  and 
/ou  can  paste  them  back  into  book. 

The  color  effects  which  we  produce  in  the  completed  buildings  are  worth  the 
price  of  plans  alone. 

If  you  do  not  wish  to  cut  out  pages,  simply  put  a  slip  of  paper  between  the 
pages  you  want  colored,  and  enclose  postage  for  return  and  I  will  promptly  re- 
turn book  or  you  can  probably  sell  your  book  to  a  friend  and  order  another, 
calling  for  such  designs  as  you  desire  colored,  which  will  be  done  free,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  two. 

THE  "ARCHITECT -BUILDER." 
It  Is  right  and  proper  that  all  builders  should  be  able  to  draw  more  or  less, 
but  it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  a  man  to  be  an  up-to-date  builder  and  at  the 
same  time  study  architectural  plans  and  design  as  they  should  be  studied.  The 
fact  that  "a  little  knowledge  is  a  dangerous  thing"  could  hardly  be  more  clearly 
exemplified  than  with  he,  who  with  a  smattering  of  architectural  knowledge, 
self-styles  himself  "Architect  and  Builder." 

He  may  be  able  to  make  a  poor  copy  of  some  good  design  heretofore  built, 
but  no  copy  is  as  good  as  an  original  in  the  first  place,  and  aside  from  this,  while 
the  copyest  is  copying,  the  original  man  is  surging  on  ahead  on  something  new 
and  better.    Did  you  ever  realise  this? 

THE  CHEAP  BUILDER. 
The  cheap  builder  is  usually  antagonistic  to  the  architect.  The  good  builder 
Is  generally  his  friend,  for  when  he  figures  on  a  job  he  knows  that  his  figures 
will  be  made  on  the  same  basis  for  material,  construction  and  workmanship  as 
that  of  his  competitors.  My  professional  services  cost  you  nothing  when  it  Is 
considered  they  come  out  of  and  are  paid  for  by  the  waste  which  would  pre- 
sumptively result  in  building  without  well  considered  plans. 

Be  as  specific  when  you  build  as  you  would  in  a  written  contract,  for  a 
"building  muddle"  is  deplorable.  The  plans,  specification  and  details  of  construc- 
tion are  necessarily  a  part  of  your  contract. 

A  building  difficulty  is  perhaps  the  worst  and  longest  remembered  difficulty 
that  a  person  ever  gets  into.  A  builder  when  he  is  inclined  to  be  dishonest  can 
cause  you  more  worry  and  anxiety  than  most  any  other  entanglement,  and  his 
defective  work  is.  always  before  you. 

A  reliable  and  well-to-do  builder  will  always  recommend  that  you  go  to  an 
architect  and  formulate  your  ideas  in  a  practical  way,  and  to  then  have  regular 
working  plans  made,  including  legally  worded  specifications,  and  above  all,  de-. 
tails  of  construction,  giving  box-frames,  porches,  cornices,  etc. 

The  cheap  builder  will  endeavor  to  underbid  his  more  able  and  conservative 
competitor  and  sometimes  by  his  so-called  knowledge  of  architectural  design 
and  plan  arrangement,  erect  a  "night-mare"  appearing  structure,  when  for  a 
nominal  architect's  fee  the  building  could  have  had  at  least  a  semblance  of  ar- 
chitectural beauty  and  design. 

THE  TRULY  APPRECIATIVE. 
The  class    of  clients  we  desire    are  the    "truly  appreciative."  when  I  spend 
my  best  efforts  in  producing  something  modern  at  a  reasonable  fee.    I  do  not 
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like  to  have  my  practical  details  of  construction  disregarded  by  some  "wood- 1 
butcher"  who  will  argue  that  he  can  do  something  "just  as  good"  and  perhaps 
rain  the  ultimate  effect  B  ef ore  any  changes  or  suggestions  are  followed  the  j 
architect  should  always  be  consulted.  Changes  should  not  occur  after  contract  is ' 
signed,  and  this  is  where  the  value  of  preliminary  plans  come  in.  They  can  be 
thoroughly  studied  before  the  final  plans  are  made  and  are  sufficiently  reliable 
from  which  to  secure  reasonably  certain  estimates. 

FREE  IDEAS  ARE  CHEAP  IDEAS. 

It  is  unreasonable  to  expect  sketches  of  an  architect  of  his  ideas  until  an  or- 
der ia  placed.  My  ideas  are  what  I  charge  for  and  if  I  offered  these  free,  they 
would  be  of  little  value,  I  believe. 

OUR  DRAWINGS. 

Our  drawings  consist  of  basement,  attic  and  roof  and  two  floor  plans,  with 
dimensions  figured  and  marked,  four  elevations  each  drawn  to  a  quarter  inch 
scale,  and  large  scale  and  full  size  details  for  every  thing  inside  and  out,  requir- 
ing detail.  Also  type- written  specifications  and  contract  blanks.  You  can  order 
your  plans  with  confidence  that  you  will  get  everything  necessary  for  the  erec- 
tion of  your  building. 

You  can  judge  the  cost  of  house  for  a  given  locality  by  other  houses  already 
built,  and  the  number  of  rooms  they  contain.  Of  course  a  nearly  square  house 
is  more  economical  to  build  and  by  improved  methods  of  construction  It  is  safe 
to  figure  10  to  20  per  cent  less  for  building  from  our  plans. 

SUPERINTENDENCE. 

My  plans  are  so  drawn  that  any  competent  builder  can  follow  them.  I  am 
very  particular  about  the  construction  and  ornamental  details,  which  save  the 
builder  so  much  time  in  figuring  and  laying  out  his  work,  and  these  details  are 
sent  In  blue  print  form. 

ESTIMATES. 

We  do  not  guarantee  estimates.  This  would  be  absolutely  an  injustice  to  our 
clients,  reputable  builders  and  fellow  architects.  We  do  not  sell  plans  on  the 
pretence  of  "guaranteed  estimates,"  but  we  give  herewith  a  schedule  of  prices 
upon  which  our  estimates  are  based,  which  of  course  will  vary  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  We  also  give  the  probable  minimum  and  maximum  cost  of 
each  building.  We  do  not  send  out  samples  of  our  work  on  approval,  at  least  un- 
til reasonable  assurance  of  an  order  is  given.

CONSULTATION  AT  A  DISTANCE. 

Think  of  what  you  can  save  by  consulting  a  party  at  a  distance  who  is  ab- 
solutely disinterested  in  the  contract  or  in  the  party  that  receives  the  contract, 
one  who  is  above  all  petty  favoritism  to  certain  builders  and  who,  if  any  one  can, 
will  plan  and  design  a  building  which  will  be  new  and  original  and  not  a  copy 
after  Mr.  Smith's  building  on  Jones  street,  or  Mr.  Jones'  building  on  Smith 
street  This  is  where  local  talent  generally  fails  to  produce  artistic  results.  The 
field  is  too  limited.    They  have  nothing  for  fresh  inspiration. 

MY  CLIENTAGE. 

My  clientage  has  been  built  up  at  great  expense.    I  have  put  in  years  in  my 
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endeavor  to  produce  artistic  and  practical  results.    I  give  all  work  personal  at- 
tention and  have  no  cheap  help  in  my  office. 

We  do  work  at  small  profit  and  as  it  is  done  well  our  clients  always  get  good 
results.  I  contend  that  it  is  all  right  to  do  work  reasonably  cheap  if  it  is  done 
well. 

THE  EXTENT  OF  OUR  BUSINESS. 

We  can  take  only  a  certain  amount  of  business,  turning  out  plans  is  not  a 
mechanical  operation,  as  some  would  presume.  It  requires  good  efficient  draught- 
men  and  personal  attention  and  my  time  being  entirely  devoted  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  my  clients  I  cannot  reasonably  be  expected  to  give  personal  attention  to 
sending  out  "free  sketches."  I  believe  it  a  great  injustice  to  expect  an  archi- 
tect, or  any  other  professional  man  to  waste  his  time  in  this  manner  and  to  send 
out  samples  of  his  work  upon  approval.  A  lawyer,  physician  or  any  other  pro- 
fessional man  would  not  consent  to  it . 

THE  FREE  SKETCH  IDEA. 
The  profession  of  architecture  has  been  cheapened  somewhat  by  the  practice 
some  architects  have  made  of  sending  out  free  sketches.  When  an  architect  has 
come  to  this  in  order  to  secure  work,  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  he  will  take 
the  easiest  way  to  please  you,  inasmuch  as  he  will  not  make  any  effort  to  im- 
prove upon  your  ideas.  When  you  go  to  an  architect,  a  lawyer,  or  a  doctor,  you 
do  not  always  care  for  him  to  coincide  exactly  with  your  ideas.  You  want  ad- 
vanced ideas,  suggestions  and  conscientious  advise.  Now  with  the  "free-sketch 
architect,"  he  is  after  an  early  adoption  of  plan,  usually  an  anti-dated  stock  plan 
at  .that,  or  a  poor  original  made  by  cheap  help.  We  would  rather  sell  special 
plans  as  we  like  to  improve  on  every  job  turned  out  and  even  on  our  past  work. 
It  stands  to  reason  that  no  reputable  architect  can  improve  his  work  when  he 
copies  one  job  after  another.  It  stands  to  reason  that  the  "free-sketch  architect" 
will  not  care  to  give  other  advice  when  you  have  once  selected  one  of  his  (once 
in-a-hundred  chance)  plans,  for  fear  that  he  will  loose  your  order. 

AS  A  SPECIALIST. 
I  can  offer  suggestions  which  come  only  from  extended  study  and  long  ex- 
perience. The  average  client  is  not  fully  aware  of  the  value  of  plans  prepared 
by  an  architectural  expert,  compared  with  those  made  by  a  builder,  or  even  by 
an  architect  of  ordinary  ability  and  limited  clientage.  In  most  professions  the 
charges  are  exorbitantly  high  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  practice,  but  with 
us  mnch  lower  than  the  universal  schedule  of  fees,  on  medium-price  residence 
and  church  work,  except  in  St.  Louis,  where  we  charge  the  customary  fees  of 
3%  per  cent  for  plans,  specifications  and  details. 

SPECIAL  PLANS. 
Realizing  that  one  building,  well  done,  leads  to  more,  we  will  agree  to  make 
complete  special  plans  for  the  special  price  of  2  per  cent  on  the  actual  cost  of 
building  or  for  a  fee  of  not  less  than  $35,  including  full  details  and  legally 
worded  specifications  and  give  them  personal  attention.  We  ask  for  nothing  in 
advance  from  parties  who  are  absolutely  responsible  and  are  rated.  Parties  not 
well  recommended  must  advance  at  least  one-third  of  fee  with  order.  We  ex- 
pect to  fully  satisfy  clients  on  every  point  in  the  preliminary  plans.  This  is 
where  the  value  of  preliminary  plans  comes  in. 

PUBLISHED  PLANS. 
We  cannot  afford  to  publish  plans  of  our  special  work  for  the  reason  that 
certain  advanced  ideas  would  be  universally  made  use  of.  Some  builders  dis- 
courage the  use  of  an  architect's  plan,  on  the  pretense-  that  estimates  are  gen- 
erally low.  Some  architects  put  their  estimates  high,  in  order  to  find  favor  with 
the  builders,  who  will  quite  naturally  recommend  their  plans.  The  builder 
should  have  a  fair  profit 

ORIGINAL  DESIGNS. 
When  you  build,  it  is  supposed  that  you  want  something  original  and  differ- 
ent to  the  common-place  buildings  you  see  every  day.    My  study  is  not  confined 
to  one  locality.    I  do  work  in  every  State  in  the  Union  and  many  foreign  coun- 
tries and  a  great  deal  of  It,  therefore  my  ideas  are  not  limited.    Taking  it  on  the 
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principle  that  "practice  makes  perfect"  this  alone  should  be  an  incentive  for  you 
to  avail  yourself  of  my  services. 

UNPREJUDICED  ADVICE. 

In  preparing  to  build,  the  main  object  is  to  have"  a  suitable  arrangement  of 
floor  plan  and  this  is  where  you  will  need  the  assistance  of  some  one  who  is 
totally  unprejudiced,  regardless  of  any  selfish  interests  which  he  may  have  in 
finally  figuring  on  the  contract  to  erect  the  house. 

Our  interests  lie  altogether  in  having  you  well  pleased  and  in  putting  up  a 
house  which  will  be  a  comfort  to  you  as  well  as  a  credit  to   ue.  We  could  not 

afford  to  give  you  anything  but  the  most  conscientious  advice  on  all  points.  If 
given  your  work  we  shall  feel  fully  responsible  for  its  ultimate  success  as  to 
practicability  and  design. 

USELESS  ORNAMENTATION. 

We  do  not  litter  up  the  exteriors  of  our  buildings  by  useless  ornamentation. 
Most  of  our  cuts  are  pure  simple  outline  sketches,  which  can  be  elaborated  on, 
more  or  less,  as  desired.  When  we  have  a  client  who  fancies  cheap  light  grille- 
work  ornamentation  we  supply  it,  but  not  by  preference.  We  pay  more  for 
draughtsman's  time  who  can  base  the  beauty  of  a  design  on  simple  and  striking 
features  rather  than  on  so-called  "ginger-bread"  ornamentation. 

SUGGESTIONS  TO  YOUR  NEIGHBORS. 

If  communities  could,  as  a  whole,  readily  understand  and  appreciate  the  art 
in  architecture  each  house  designed  as  it  should  be  would  enhance  the  value  of 
adjoining  property.  My  clients  often  make  special  efforts  to  secure  for  me  the 
planning  of  houses  for  their  adjoining  neighbors,  so  that  the  surrounding  houses 
may  be  in  true  harmony. 

So  many  architects  have  not  the  least  conception  of  how  a  building  will  ap- 
pear in  perspective,  when  erected,  or  its  relation  with  other  buildings,  landscape, 
etc.    I  make  a  close  study  of  these  conditions. 

THE  USE  OF  PLANS. 

Plans  are  to  be  used  but  once,  and  parties  purchasing  plans  of  this  office  are 
priviledged  to  build  only  one  building  from  them.  This  is  a  universal  custom 
among  architects,  and  for  plans  used  a  second  time  we  are  entitled  to  3%  per 
cent  on  the  total  cost  of  each  building  erected  from  them. 

Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  plans  may  be  used  provided  changes  are 
made,  but  where  it  can  be  shown  that  a  prospective  client  purchased  books  con- 
taining certain  ideas  embodied  in  such  plans  as  may  be  built  from,  without 
payment  to  the  originator  it  is  sufficient  evidence  on  which  to  prosecute.  This 
notice  is  simply  to  protect  those  who  might  endeavor  to  use  "ignorance  of  the 
law"  as  an  excuse  for  duplicating  plans. 

It  is  admitted,  even  by  many  architects,  that  the  facilities  of  this  office  to 
produce  practical  plans  and  artistic  designs  is  superior  to  that  of  any  other  in 
the  United  States. 

If  any  of  our  stock  plans  should  exceed  estimate  I  will  exchange  them  with- 
in 10  days  after  shipping  for  any  other  plans  of  less  cost  which  I  may  have  in 
stock,  if  leturned  in  good  shape,  for  $2  additional. 

WHEN  ADVICE  IS  OF  VALUE. 
When  one -contemplates  building,  it  is  in  the  early  stages  of  the  enterprise 
that  the  architect  should  be  selected.  The  advice  and  experience  of  a  trust- 
worthy architect  should  be  scured  by  all  means.  Do  not  expect  an  architect  to 
put  his  best  ideas  on  paper  *f or  you,-  unless  you  have  a  positive  understanding 
with  him  that  he  is  to  do  the  work.  Parties  who  struggle  along  themselves  with 
all  the  preliminary  work  and  later  on,  employ  the  architect  do  not  secure  full 
services.  The  most  valuable  portion  of  a  plan,  and  often  its  most  vital  points 
are  rendered  during  its  embryotic  period. 

STATE    LEGISLATION    AGAINST  "BUILDER  -  ARCHITECTS." 
The  State  of  Illinois  has  recently  passed"  a  law  compelling  architects  to  un- 
dergo a  rigid  examination  before  they  can  practice.    They  define  what  an  achi- 
tect  is,  and  self-styled  architects,  without  a  license  are  subject  to  prosecution 
and  a  fine  of  $500  for  each  and  every  offense.    When  it  is  necessary  to  pass 
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State  legislation  on  a  matter  of  this  kind,  it  is  time  that  more  care  be  taken  in 
the  selection  of  an  architect.    This  office  carries  an  Illinois  license 
AFTER  PLANS  ARE  MADE. 

After  order  is  placed  and  plans  are  made  and  during  construction  you  may

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WORLD'S  FAIR  SKY-SCRAPER  PROPOSITION. 


From  tbeSt.  Louis  Globe-Democrat,  Oct.  13th,  1901. 

SINCE  the  World's  Fair  has  been  assured  num- 
erous, temporary  sky-scraping  ideas  have  been 
suggested  but  one  of  the  most  interesting  yet  ven- 
tured, is  by  Architect  Herbert  C.  Chivers,  built  on 
the  Eiffel-tower  plan  of  construction,  as  a  wind- 
brace,  with  ordinary  steel  construction  to  take  care 
of  the  floors  and  walls,  and  to  add  general  rigidity 
to  the  whole.  In  other  words,  it  is  the  storm-tested 
Eiffel  tower  incased  as  a  business  building,  keeping 
the  first  twelve  stories  within  the  height  limit  and 
utilizing  the  tower  for  offices  or  guests'  chambers  to  a 
hotel  portion  as  in  plan  (8)  with  the  hotel  offices 
below,  connected  by  elevators  and  stairs,  with  roof 
garden  and  pagodas  as  shown. 

The  idea  would  be  to  take  a  whole  square,  such 
as  bounded  by  Olive,  Pine,  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets, 
which  is  practically  235x275  feet  in  size,  and  plan 
the  ground  floor  with  large  department  stores  on 
Olive  and  Pine  streets  with  magnificent  entrances, 
utilizing  the  present  alley  space,  and  having  short- 
cut diagonal  20-foot  arcades  from  corner  to  corner, 
as  in  plan  (1),  thereby  gaining  1280  feet  of  actual 
store  frontage  (in  addition  to  the  present  980  feet 
around  block),  with  large  electric  lights  and  venti- 
lating fans,  making  it  cool  in  summer  and  a  protec- 
tion from  the  weather  in  winter,  and  something 
which  the  downtown  district  needs. 

The  central,  or  dark  portion  above  arcade,  would 
be  for  a  very  large  high-class  theater,  with  promenades 
on  all  sides,  double  carriage  drives  at  rear  and  box 
seats  encircling  lower  floor  marked  "B,"  as  in  plan 
(3),    with   a   delivery   wagon    driveway    leading   to 


basement  for  department  and  other  stores,  as  shown 
on  plans  (1)  and  (2),  and  the  fifth  to  the  eleventh 
floors  to  be  used  entirely  for  the  department  stores, 
as  in  plan  (4),  with  twelfth  floor  for  parlors,  with  the 
two  -  story  dining  -  room  in  center  with  high 
windows  to  same,  taking  in  thirteenth  story  as  in 
plan  (6). 

The  Eiffel  tower  windbrace  is  so  interlaced  into 
the  construction  of  building  as  to  not  obstruct  in  any 
way,  and  the  necessary  location  of  the  stems  to  this 
windbrace  is  what  really  first  suggested  the  diagonal 
arcades  and  corridors  above,  as  shown  on  plans  (1 
and  8),  the  walls  of  which  it  will  be  seen  cover  up 
the  necessary  slanting  steel  construction. 

The  encased  central  elevator  service  is  from  up- 
per floors  of  the  department  stores  to  the  floors  on 
thirty-fifth  to  fiftieth  stories,  which  can  be  used  for 
light  manufacturing,  such  as  upholstering,  tailoring, 
dressmaking,  curtain  department,  etc. 

The  view  as  given  would  represent  the  east  side, 
with  235  feet  frontage,  with  porch  covering  hotel 
and  theatre  entrance,  with  cafe  below,  showing 
plainly  from  street,  and  the  raised  balcony  would  be 
about  5  feet  above  street  for  hotel. 

Some  idea  of  the  immensity  of  the  structure  can 
be  had  when  it  is  considered  that  the  building  proper 
is  a  full  city  square  in  size,  and  to  the  top  of  main 
cornice  is  equal  to  our  highest  building  with  the 
lower  tower  portion  136  feet  square,  the  next  off-set 
in  tower  68  feet  wide,  the  top  section  of  tower  48 
feet  wide,  and  to  center  of  12-foot  electric  globe 
1000  feet  high,  and  to  top  of  flagpole  1050  feet. 

The  cost  of  such  a  building  would  be  somewhere 
near  three  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  re- 
quiring about  two  years  to  complete,  and  from  a  point 
of  investment  would  yield  an  enormous  income.

When  I  wrote  you  for  the  cottage  designs,  possibly  you  mistook  me  for 
some  one  expecting  to  build.  I  am  a  builder,  not  one  of  those  arch-i-tect 
builders  either,  that  you  speak  of,  but  just  a  plain  every-day  builder.  I  do 
lots  of  building  through  the  country  where  I  have  to  draw  plans,  but  not  by 
choice,  by  any  means.  I  have  tried  to  explain  to  my  patrons  the  importance 
of  an  experienced  architect  many  times,  but  many  of  them  cannot  see  the 
difference  between  an  architect  and  builder. 

In  this  country  a  builder  is  generally  expected  to  make  plans  and  de- 
tails and  look  after  the  work  in  general,  and  lots  of  patrons  do  not  seem  to 
think  that  it  is  much  of  a  job  and  do  not  want  to  pay  much  for  it.  If  every 
builder  was  like  myself,  they  would  put  more  stress  on  the  importance  of  an 
architect  and  take  lots  of  work  off  their  own  hands  which  is  not  in  their 
line  and  to  which  they  are  not  fitted.  I  have  studied  over  your  designs  and 
must  say  that  they  are  a?  good  cottage  plans  as  I  ever  saw.— Harry  Kramer.

REMODEL    WORK. 


IfY/ANY  an  old  house  would  be  remodeled  if  it  could  succes- 
fully  be  done  without  sacraficing  a  greater  portion  of  the 
present  structure,  and  even  then,  as  many  say,  "it's  an  old 
house  after  all."
